That Depreciation Fund 


‘In another column appears a communication 
_from the secretary-treasurer of the town regarding 
the matter of a depreciation fund for the water 
and sewer systems, mention of which was made 


in last week's issue of The Mail. 


Mr. Bond's points are well taken, he main- 
taing that a certain amount is laid aside during 
each year through the sinking fund to~ allow for 
the depreciation of the systems (but perhaps not 
the full amount necessary) and that the present 
generation should not be asked to pay for two 
systems, and present one fully paid for, to the 


coming generation. 


It is quite apparent from the context of the 
communication that both the present and past 
councils have not been shelving the question, and 
it was not the intention of The Mail to infer that 
such had been intentionally done, but rather that 
the matter had possibly been overlooked, and The 
Mail is pleased that the matter has thus so publicly 
been brought to the attention of the thinking public 
of the town who are asked to pay for the systems. 


Of course if provisions are being made for 
only partial depreciation of the systems, that would 
appear to be quite fair whether good financing or 
not, as no one would expect this generation in the 
next thirty years to fully pay for other systems for 
the coming generation, and it is quite fair to ask 
those who come after us to bear some of the

Re Fire Protection 

It was brought to the attention of The Mail 
last week that the very large and handsome look- 
ing school house we have here is one of the most 
modern, and up-to-date buildings in the province 
except in one particular, and that a very important 
one-- the matter of fire escapes. 


And ia view of the recent disaster at the 
Ottawa Parlaiment buildings in which five persons 
lost. their lives, it seems a very opportune time to 
ask the question “Why is such a public building 
allowed to accomodate so many pupils and teachers 
so many hours of the day without the least pretence 
of a fire escape?” 


It seems to be quite compulsory that any 
hotel shall provide not only fire escapes to their 
buildings, but also ropes in every room, and even 
if not compulsory it is atleast done. Hotels are 
usually occupied by grown up people who can 
reasonably be depended upon to keep their heads 
to some extent in case of fire, but xot so with the 
school children. | The latter may be amenable to 
training, but training would probably be wasted 
in case of a fire occuring in the building, and some 
easy manner of exit should be provided in case of 
any such undue occurrence. 


We don't know what the law is in this re- 
spect, but if it does not require fire escapes in such — 
public buildings it should do.so. And if the law 
require fire escapes there they should be installed 
at once and without delay.
